The Alexandria Municipality, as an interna 
tional institution suitable for such a city as 
this is, may be cousidered to be the best of the 
kind that could be invented,for it combines all 
the essential drawbacks of a great representa 
tive institution with none of its advantages 


Tea, Wine and Spirit Agents for all Bgypt, P. BLESS & Co, Rue Nubar Pacha, Alexandria, and} Tbe municipal councillors, who are elected on 


an extraordinarily limited and artificial fran 
chise, derive a great deal of importance from 
their self-allotted duties. Most of them remain in 
Europe from the spring until late in the autumn, 
and there is no obligation for them to attend 
to the ordinary routine of their municipal 
functions. They enjoy an enormous privilege, for 
they are quite free from public opinion, which 
is non-existent here, and they mgorously pro 
hibit the Press from being present at their 
meetings. The reports of their assemblies are 
carefully edited and doctored before being sent 
to the newspapers, and only rumours as to the 
real state of aff-irs consequently leak out 
With all its faults the Ministry of Public 
Works is considered by business men to be far 
better to treat with than the Municipality, and 
we have only to observe the progress which 
Cairo has made within the last few years in or 
der to form a comparison between the efficiency 
of the two bodies. It is, however, ridiculous to 
complain of the Alexandna Municipality, for 
in the nature of things it cannot be better, as it 
is uureasonable to expect that a Municipality 
can be essentially better than the city whose 
destinies it controls. Alexandria, in fact, does 
not deserve a better institution, and if it bad 
more unselfish and public-spinted members of 
the Municipality it would not know how to 
appreciate them, but would so misinterpret 
their motives that they would be forced 

retire from public life despair 
No betterproof of the logic of our stand- 
point on this matter aeed be adduced than to 
cite the proceedings at the recent discussions 
on the subject of introducing fresh sources of 
taxation. At the penultimate meeting of the 
Municipal Commission several propositions 
for fresh taxation were agreed to.

In our humble opinion all such criticism is 
beside the mark. Neither the Municipality nor 
its councillors can be more efficient than they 
now are, as they must ipso facto be on a level 
with the city, and on the whole they are quite 
as good as anything that Alexandria deserves. 


CRUELTY TO ANIMALS. 


There is a very serious disctepancy between 
the way in which the Mixed Tribunals and 
the Native Court at Cairo regard cases of 
cruelty to animals, This discrepancy is 60 
startling that it. deserves publicity, for it is a 
scandal that there should be sucha divergence 
between the points of view of two different 
judicial systems working in the same city. From® 
January | tothe 12th inst. the Mixed Courts 
in the Capital had 23 cases brought before them 
of Europeans working old, wounded, and 
emaciated animals ; there were four acquittals 
and nineteen fines of P.T. 5. But the Native 
Courts inflict fines of P.T. 100 andP.T. $0 in 
such cases. Why there should be this diffes- 
ence we do not know, but it is sincerely to be 
hoped that the Mixed Tribunals will follow 
the example of the Native Courts, and be in 
future more severe. Even the latter are b} 
means as strict as they ought to be, and there 
is a startling difference between the convictions 
in Cairo for gross cases of cruelty and those in 
England. A man at home that works a starved 
horse covered with whip marks would get a 
fine of £5 or a month's imprisonment. Here, 
however, a fine of P.T. 5 or P.T. 10 is all that 
judges think Europeans ought to pay. As the 
Courts persist in such @ flagrantly lenient 
policy, it is not worth while for the police to 
bother themselves to bring the charges only to 
be made ridiculous by such nonsepsica! 
sentences. When an Anglo- Egyptian veterinary 
surgeon officially states that “the animal is 
starved, the wounds are old, and it is a gross 
case of cruelty,” it would be enough, we should 
think, to ensure the offender being fined! 
P.T. 100 at least. The Mixed Courts at .Cair 
do not appear to think so, and such aN attitude 
is most discouraging to the police, so that the 
sooner a more draconian view is adopted ¢!

A SUGGESTION. 


( Prom vur SpgciaL Conresponpent. ) 
Loxor, Dec. 25. 

There are no occasions more likely to oppress 
us with a painfal sense of our shortcomings 
and want of knowledge than oor first visite 
to the wonderfol and awe striking temples 
roand aboot Loxor. Vainly do we con our 
guidebooks and read long accounts ot the 
ineoriptions that tell their history, and en- 
deavoor to commit to memory long strings of 
dimensions that ought to, but don’t convey 
some inkliog of their grandeur. No sooner bave 
we passed bevesth those heavy pylons and found 
oureelves like pigmies at the feet of stalwart 
statoes and mighty pillarsthan all recollections 
of oar former stadies fly from oor minds ; and 
nothing is left bat the wonder that soch 
things should be, and that we also should be 
allowed to be in such close proximity tu them. 
If only the elements of Egyptology could be 
taught os in oor youth, perhaps we might 
in time become reasonably familiar with the 
history of the great gods and rulers of Egypt, 
end might follow the telling of their deeds 
with some degree of intelligance. Instead of 
which we stand amszid at the immensity of 
the sabject, our minds bent to the significance 
of it, and oar fest from stumbling over the 
pitfalls of oar ignorance. 

I have often wondered why some enter- 
prising person has not instituted a series 
of lectures to be delivered on the very scenes 
of interest in the neighbourhood. Would some 
of the wall koown professors on the subject 
condescend to take them each in tarn and 
explain them on their very sites, I take it 
that a vast nomber of people would be only 
too gratified to avail themselves of the oppor- 
tonity to garner the fraits of their learning ; 
whereas now it ia impossible to sccept or 
remember a tithe ot the garbled information 
which the ordinary dragoman is pleased to 
impart. Lectures at home or even in Cairo 
are all well enongh in their way, bat they 
would gain considerably in valae and popala- 
rity oould they only be delivered on the spot. 
A series which might be given daring ten 
days or a fortnight, aod which would em- 
brace the temples of Loxor and Karnak on 
one side of the river, and that long series 
of marvelloas tombs and ocolossi and Theban 
remains on the other, would tempt many 
people to continae in the neighbourhood, and 
woald bring still more notoriety to the re. 
searches of ths exploration companies.

The estimated figures of the exports and 


imports of merchandive and specie for the year 
1906 are shown below together with the totale 
for the last six years, as given by the Vastoms 
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The large increase in the exports for 1906 
is, of course, dae to the abundant ocottow crop 
and the high pricas ruling. The upward move 
ment in the imports is hardly less remark sble, 
raising their value as it does to a figare which 
4g some 10 ©. higher than that of 1905. This 
notable progress appears by the costoms 
retarns to be ehared by nearly all classes ot 
the import trade, the most prominent advance 
being in the category of metals and machinery, 
which alone accounts for 40 ~ of the total 
increase. 

In my Note last year I said: “The fact that 
during the past two years the imports of mer 
cbandise and apecie taken together have greatly 
outbalanced the exports, notwithstanding the 
constant heavy charges for the service of the 
foreign debt, oonstitates a phenomenon that 
calls for reflection. A readjostment in the 
direction of normal eqailibriam must come 
sooner or later, and, if we are psying for 
oor imports with capital provided by the 
foreign investor, the operation, though by 
no means onsound at present, cannot be 
indefivitely continued.” These remarks were 
somewhat severely criticised by a portion of 
the local Press, which was inclined to accuse 
me of economic heresy and pessimistic fore 
bodings. In the passage yaoted above | was 
far from desiring to formalate any economic 
theory, heretical or otherwise, bat the fact 
that the total imports of merchandise and 
specie in 1900 amounted to LE. 18,200,000 
as against L.B. 21,600,000 for exports, leaving 
a balance of LE. 3,400,000 in favoor of 
exports, while in 1906 the figares are, imports 
L.E 81,900,000 and experts LE 2%,500 0 0, 
showing a balance of over LB 3.400.000 in 
favour of imports, is a phenomenon worthy of 
attention and estody. Bven if these figares 
imply that Egypt bas been paying for her 
imports with funds advanced by the foreign 
capitalist, there is nothing necessarily alarm 
ing in the fact, so long as the capital in qaes- 
tion is employed for the parpose of remanera- 
tive enterprise. 

A special featare in the badget of last year 
was the redoction of the import daty on 
certain articles of first necessity from 8° to 
4, ad valorem. Uofortonately, the condi- 
tions which have prevailed doring the past 
year ara not each as to furnish a fair basis on 
which to form a definite opinion as to the 
precise effect of thie redaction. In the first 
place, there were considerable accumalaticns 
of stocks to be disposed of before the consumers 
could expect to benefit by the reduction, and 
secondly, foreign market prices and freights

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Although the area devoted to co'ton has 
steadily increased of late years, the total 
amonnt of the crop has scarcely varied, and it 
was feared that over-cropping had seriously 
impaired the productivity of the soil. 

The record of this year doesnot altogether 
bear out ths theory. The present cotton 
season has proved very satisfactory. The total 
crop will probably exceed that of ita prede- 
cessor by from one-half to three-quarters of a 
million kantars. 

The superiority bas been very marked in 
Upper Egyp*, where in ths season of 1995 the 
crop was disastrous, In spite of a considerable 
dimioation of area in this region, the total 
crop of this year will exceed that of last year. 
In quality als> it is soperior. 

Climatic conditions generally over the whole 
coantry ware tavoarable, and the water sapply 
plentifal. Somewhit cool woather late in 
September and early in October cansed some 
anxie'y, bat a hot spell improved mat:‘ers a: d 
the later crop proved satisfactory. I'he feature 
of the season has been the high prices ruling. 
The season opened auspicioosly in this reapect, 
and towards the end of the year prices reached 
anextremely high figare, especially for Joan- 
novich. This fact, together with the increased 
yield, has meant a gain to the country of 
some five or six millions sterling in exesss of 
the profit of last year. Io spite of high prices 
trade demands io England, the Contineot and 
America have been good. Daminds in the 
fine yarn trade have been exce'lent. 

Asregsrds the qaality of this year's crop, 
the middle qualities have proved superior 
to last year, thoagh there have been com- 
plaints that the finer qualities leave something 
to be desired.

It may pot be oat of place here to offer 
some remarks 00 recent imports of specie to 
Egypt which bave attracted some attention in 
the financial world. 

Gold coin is invariably imposted in consi- 
derable qaantity in the automa in order to 
move the cotton crop, the amoant required 
depending on the value of the crop (quantity 
X price), the rapidity with which it is brought 
to market, and the reserves already existing 
in the hands of the banks. Tze first of these is 


the crop aod the high prices it commanded, 
coopled with the fact that the coltivators took 


the oppertanity of aelling their cotton earlier ' allotm 


than osaal, brooght itabout that the demand 
tor gold made itself felt with great saddenness 
atthe beginning of Uotober. The veserves in 
the Banks were quickly exhaested, and a 
temporary financial stringency ensued, which 
was altimately alleviated by the arrival of 
gold from Eneope. 

The demand for gold in large quantities for 
Egypt, constitating as it does s. phenomenon 
of annual occurrence, would probably have 
passed without comment had it not fallen, 
concentrated and sudden, opon a market 
already short of sapplies. The withdrawal of 
some four millions from the London money 
market for Bgypt daring the month of October 
was doobtles the principal cause of the 
advance of thé Bank of Bagland rate to 6 % 
It may be observed here that no rise in the 
rate of interest will arrest a drain of gold to 
move the Egyptian cotton crop, for, owing to 
the reluctance of the native cultivator to accept 
anything bat actaal ooin in payment of hi: 
cotton, @ permanent check to the supplies 
would stop the entire commerce of the country 
and lead to the most serioas conseq rence, 

In view of the apprehensions which have 
found expression in some qaarters, it is the 
more necessary to lay emphasis on the fsct that 
the recent demand for gold was aporely trade 
demand, and wasin no way connected with 
the financing of specolative operations. 
Although it is incontestable, as 1 had occasion 
to point out in my last Note, that soch opera- 
tions have been fostered to a coosiderable 
ex‘ent of recent years with tha help of foreign 
capital, they should not be confounded with 
the normal and legitimate commerce of the 
country. It is, indeed, gratifying to learn, on 
the authority of the British Chamber of Com 
merce, that “specalation in stocks and lands 
was redaced to its lowest limit daring the past 
few months” (British Chamber of Commerce of 
Egypt Monthly Journal, November, 19(6, 
article on “The Financial Stiingency in 
Bgypt’’).

It my last Badget Note, I drew attention 
to the faut ~that the incorporation of an 
Egyptian Company by Khedivial Decree on y 
implies that the Company in qeestion has con- 
formed to certain roles and regulations; it does 
not imply that it enjoys the support, or even the 
approval, of the Khedivial Government. 

The system ia an antiqaated one modelled, 
I believe, on an old French law long since 
repealed. 

It is the costom of the Khedivial Govern- 
meut to aathorise all companies which con- 
form with the letter of tha regulations. Last

THE IMPORTS IN OCTOBER, 


(From the Joarnal of the Britieh Chamber 
of Commerce). 

The steady rise in the monthly clearances 
recorded daring August and SeptemVer was 
qaite left in the shade by the retarns for 
October, when the total imports amonnted 
to LB 2:731,461, being an increase of LB 
216,911 over the same period in 1905. ‘Ihe 
total gain forthe current year from the Ist 
January to the end of Ovtober was nearly 
L.B. 2,000,000, the acthal figure; being LE 
19,180,097, against L.B. 17,221,409. 

CERBALS. 

Although the enormous inoreases in the cereal 
classification have somewhat abated doring 
recent months—mainly doe to exceedingly 
heavy shipments for the same periods in 1905

This depends partly upon the month in 
Which you leave bv for Cairo in January 
inay be a little warmer than the Riviera, and 
possibly not so warm as Sicily, bet in March 
it will be warmer than Rome, and more uni 
formly warm than many other places in Europe 
Many people leave Egypt far too early in the 
year, for as a rule the weather in Apnl and 
May is perfect. The warmest place to go to 
on leaving Egypt is Sicily 

Some will want to take into consideration 
the number of days to be spent at sea, and we 
therefore subjoin a list showing the time oc 
copied on each of the various routes between 
Egypt and the Continent of Europe 


SICILY. 


The direct route to Sicily is by the Florio 
Rubattino Co's steamers, which leave Alex 
andna weekly for MESSINA, where one takes 
train to TAORMINA, one of the most charmn- 
ing and popular places on the island. Giardini 
is the station at which to alight, and the drive 
ap to Taormina is most delightful, occopying 
about one hour. In and around the town 1s 
much to interest the visitor The theatre is of 
(Gireek origin, but restored under the Romans. 
CATANIA is the starting place for the ascent 
of Etna, and here also is a fine Cathedral. The 
Greek, Roman, and Saracenic remains that 
are found all over the island, are an endless 
source of pleasure. SYRACUSE has an 
interesting history, having been a _ (treek 
city, which wag designed by Demosthenes in 
B.C. 413, and taken by the Romans in Bc 212, 
when Archimedes was slain--his tomb is to be 
seen. The cathedral was once an ancient pagan 
temple. PALERMO, with about 300,000 
inhabitants, is the capital of the Island, and 
enjoys a deligthful climate. Much of interest 
is to be found in this fine city The Palazzo 
Reale is of Saracenic origin and close to it the 
church of S. Giovannia degli Krimiti with its 

icturesqyue cloisters. The Cathedral, Moseum, 
tanic Gardens, Villa Giulia and Royal Park 
are also. worth a visit 


CENTRAL ITALY. 


The fine steamers of the North German 
Lloyd leave Alexandria every Wednesday 
dunng the season for Naples, the voyage 
being only 3 days. 

NAPLES is also reached in 10 hours from 
Palermo by the Florio-Rubattino Co.’s steam- 
ers, which leave daily. One cannot approach 
Naples or leave it withont wishing to explore 
some of its islands, besides the lovely places 
on its bay—Castellamare and Sorrento. The 
siyall steamer that takes you to Sorrento [you 
can drive too} will take you on to Capri 

From Naples to ROME is a train journey of 
but five hours All who can will «levote at 
least one week to visiting the many historical 
and interesting portions of the Eternal City, 
whose charms and beauties are too well-known 
to need comment here 

Leaving the Eternal City with much regret, 
a railway journey of five hours brings you to 
FLORENCE, where another week can well be 
spent admiring the City of Flowers and its 
surrounding country. In Florence itself the 
churches and galleries are of absorbing inte 
rest, whilst the local promenades and excar- 
sions should not be omitted. The Cascine is 
the most attractive and fashionable promenade 
in Florence, whilst the Viale det Colli, one of 
the finest walks in Europe, opened 35 years 
ago, goes winding up through the hills a 
distance of four miles. The most delightful 
excursion outside Florence is that to Vallom 
broaa, with its Monastery 3,300 feet above the 
sea level. This is made first by ordinary train 
from Florence to St. Ellero, thence by cog 
wheel railway to Saltino. The ascent through 
groves of oaks takes an hour, and most 
striking panoramas are unfolded to view. 

PISA is easily reached from Florence in 
about 2 hours; here there is a fine Vathedral 
and the Leaning Tower. A stay of at least one 
night should if possible be made in order to 
enjoy the view from the Campanile at sunset. 

TIAREGGIO. One of the most delightful 
places on the Italian Riviera near Pisa and on 
the main line from Rome to Genoa. It is a 
very convenient half-way house between Egypt 
aut England, and where living is reasonable 
and the air and surroundings exceptionally

The 
Cathedral is the principal attraction, with its 
beautiful windows illustrating the History of 
the Bible. The public gardens and the monu 
mental cemetery are also worth a visit. 

Between Bologna and Milan and only an 
hoor and-a-chalf from Milan is SALSOMAG- 
GIORE, a renowned health resort on account 
of its thermal springs. change trains at Borgo 
San Domino and in halfanhour you are at

The ITALIAN LAKES. 


VENICE is a 5 hours’ journey by rail from 
Milan, and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay.
